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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3, 5, 6, 14-18, 20, 24, 26, and 28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 3 and 20, each when considered as a whole, are allowable over the art 
of record. Specifically prior art of record fail to clearly teach the means/steps of causing visual 
clues, visually distinguishing new information from old information that overlaps from the first 
portion and has been displayed in the previous view for more than a predetermined amount of 
time, to be displayed in the window after scrolling from the first portion to the second portion.
